RFC May Take Over British 
War Contracts; More Naval 
Vessels, Subs For England 


WASHINGTON (l)—A high gov- 
ernment official today said that the 
army and the Reconstruction Fi-: 
nance Corporation are negotiating | 
to take over between $300,000,000 
and $350,000,000 of British war con- 
tracts in this country. 

This move was contemplated sa 
a means of integrating the Amer- 
ican defense program with the Brit- 
ish aid program under the lend- 
lease act. 

It would enable the army, for in- 
stance, to obtain quicker replace 
ment of its own supplies that are 
being released to the British. The 
first list of army material released 
to the British includes a large num- 
ber of rifles, 75 mm. guns, ammuni- 
tion. and bombs. 

Authoritative sources meantime 
said that 99 U. S. naval ships are 
tentatively scheduled for transfer 
to Britain during the year. Trans- 
fer of 18 mosquito torpedo boats al- 
ready has been approved. Ten- 
tatively slated for later delivery are 
17 over-age destroyers, 55 submar- 
ine-chasing patrol boats and nine 
Over-age submarines. They are ex- 
pected to be released a few at a 
time as new U. S. ships come off 
the ways to replace them. 

Defense Labor Study 

WASHINGTON, (W)—Secretary of 
Labor Frances Perkins and direct- 
ors, Sidney Hillman and William S. 
Knudsen of the office of produc- 
tion management today submitted 
to President Roosevelt a joint re- 
commenation for establishing a su- 
per-mediation board to handle de- | 
fense labor disputes. 

Although Miss Perkins said that 
the plan for the new board is 
“shaping up in a definite way,” Bhe || 
said Mr. Roosevelt has made no fi- 
nal decision. None would predict! 
when a final decisioin would bej| 
made. 

Hillman said after the one-hour 
conference in Mr. Moosevelt’s study 
that several plans have bee nunder 
consideration—including 1l-man, 7- 
man,and 5-man boards.

Aegean Convoy May Mean 
Aid For Greece; U. S$. Warns 
Yanks To Leave France 


ATHENS — (UP)—The presence 
of a convoy (presumably British) in 
the Aegean Sea was revealed in an 
official Greek communique today. 


By UNITED PRESS 


Great Britain took the offensive 
with a rush today, hurling the 
greatest Royal Air Force attack of 
the war at Germany and German- 
eccupied territory. 

The weight of the heavy British 
air offensive was felt upon Berlin, 
Hamburg and Bremen, but British 
bomber squadrons were active, too, 
against southern Norway, France, 
Holland and Gelgium. 


On the home front British night 
fighters, anti-aircraft guns and 
“other divices” badly dented a Ger- 
man attempt to launch a mass at- 
tack upon the rich Liverpool-Birk- 
enhead industrial area. 

The Germans tacitly admitted 
force of the British attack, reveal- 
ing that at least 16 persons were 
killed and 37 wounded in Berlin 
alone. 

The British air offensive came as 
events in the Balkans appeared to 
be moving rapidly toward a show- 
down. 

Word from the Balkans told of a 
big Italian counter-attack on the 
Albanian front which the Greeks 
believed was directed by Premier 
Benito Mussolini himself. 

The Greeks claimed that they 
stopped the Italians in their tracks 
after heavy fighting. 

The Jugoslavs were marking time, 
apparently trying to find a formula 
for appeasing the Germans without 
committing themselves to too close 
relationship with the Axis. 

U. S. Nationals in France were 
urged again by the American Em- 
bassy to get out of France. No in- 
dication of the reason for the re- 
newed warning was given.
